"It "takes con- 
siderable time to make an efficient 
officer, and In view of this fact a 
school for officers Is to be established 
bere. which, it Is believed, will aid 
materially in Improving the efficiency 
of the force. 


"The improvement in the morale, 


generally, is noticeable, but the man- 
agement has many serious problems 


. confronting It and will have until the 


construction is concluded and tfcs 
building program completed."
